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Machine Design Course 
Gets State Approval 

Dr. Nelson Murbach, of the State Education Department, in a recent 
letter to New York City Assistant Superintendent Philip Becker, put the 
State's stamp of approval on the Machine Design and Construction Techni¬ 
cal course at East New York Vocational High School. To meet State require¬ 
ments, candidates are to be selected by entrance examination. The school 
plans to hold examinations on January 26, 1960 for September entrance can¬ 
didates. Students in the course at the end of their senior year must take 
the State technical comprehensive examination and if successful will be 
awarded State technical high school diplomas. 

The purpose of the course is to fill the great and growing need for engi¬ 
neering technicians. Students receive training qualifying them, upon gradua¬ 
tion, to take a place in industry as assistants to engineers. Moreover, if 
a graduate wishes to further his education, he is prepared to enter an engi¬ 
neering school of college grade to 
study any of the various branches of 
engineering.

The long awaited day may finally 
arrive! Curtains and drapes for our 
auditorium seem to be on their way. 
We have been informed by the Super¬ 
intendent of Plant Operations and 
Maintenance for the Board of Edu¬ 
cation of the City of New York, Died- 
rich F. Lehnert, that the Board of 
Supplies will soon (we hope it's very 
soon!), requisition the curtains and 
drapes. When they do it's just a 
matter of time until they are installed. 

For many years E.N.Y. has been 
in need of auditorium curtains. Until 
now no action has been taken by the 
city to remedy this situation. Mayor 
Santiago and the Student Council 
recently sent letters to the Mayor and 
other important city officers inform¬ 
ing them of our desperate need. These 
letters were referred to the Superin¬ 
tendent of Plant Operations and 
Maintenance. The following are the 
paragraphs in which Superintendent 
Lehnert indicates the action that will 
be taken: 

“Specification No. 58658 has been 
prepared by our Brooklyn Borough 
Office and is now being processed for 
requisition by the Bureau of Sup¬ 
plies. This specification provided the 
replacement of six (6) pairs of win¬ 
dow curtains and valances , one (1) 
pair of act curtains f the proscenium 
valance, the year cyclorama curtains 
with side tabs and borders and the 
olio in the auditorium . 

I have requested my staff to ex¬ 
pedite the processing of this specifi¬ 
cation and I hope it will not be too 
long before these new curtains will 
be installed ." 

Replies to our letters were also 
received from John Cashmore, Brook¬ 
lyn Borough President; Charles H. 
Silver, President of the Board of 
Education; and John J. Theobald, 
Superintendent of Schools. They all 
referred our letters to Mr. Lehnert. 

This was the first time this type 
of action has been used by our Stu¬ 
dent Council. We hope other such 
actions will be just as successful. 
Good work, Mayor Santiago!

Dear Premier Khrushchev : 

We have recently heard that the Government of Hun¬ 
gary plans to execute young boys who took part in the 
1956 Hungarian uprising, when they reach the legal age 
of eighteen years. 

It is difficult to believe that any modern government 
would execute young boys for an act committed while still 
children with immature judgment . 

If this is true, perhaps you, who have friendly relation¬ 
ships with the government of Hungary, would use your 
good influence to prevent such a terrible deed. 

You recently visited our country to further the cause 
of peace. We, the undersigned, sincerely believe that your 
intervention on behalf of the Hungarian boys at Little 
Center Prison in Budapest would be an act toward peace .

Aviation Shops Get 
New Jet Equipment 

By D. BLAZEJEWSKI 

Since the beginning of the school 
year the aviation shops of this school 
have received several million dollars’ 
worth of equipment. It was flown 
from Chanute Air Air Force Base, 
Rantoul, Illinois, to Mitchell Field, 
L. I., and from there transported to 
the school by truck. 

Although much of the equipment 
came from the B-36, which is now 
obsolete in the Air Force, it is the 
same which is found in the new jet 
transports. The students will grad¬ 
uate knowing how to work on the 
jets and it will be a big asset to them. 
The equipment from the B-36’s in¬ 
cluded hydraulic systems, an electric 
system, oil systems, a fuel system, 
control systems and a radio system. 
We also received five engines, an 
electric system from the F-84, TV1 
jet, a helicopter, propellers, and a 
number of reciprocating engines. 

One reason for the increase of 
equipment is the impending F.A.A. 
(Federal Aeronautical Agency) ap¬ 
proval of the school. The F.A.A. is 
a governmental organization which 
inspects and certifies the instruction 
and training of individuals who even¬ 
tually attain F.A.A. certification. If 
the school is approved it will be an 
upgrading to the school and to its 
students. East New York will be one 
of only two high schools in New York 
State that have this approval. It will 
entitle students to take a test for a 
certificate which will allow them to 
become head mechanics. Without it, 
all you can become is a mechanic’s 
helper.

Visits N. Y. Times

On November 6, Mr. Elliot's Jour¬ 
nalism class took a trip to the New 
York Times building to see how a 
newspaper is run. 

Mr. James Prideaux, our guide, 
first explained how a news story de-

velops. He said it often starts when 
a reporter goes on the scene, jots 
down important facts, and then calls 
up the newspaper to relate the facts 
to a rewrite man. The rewrite man 
takes down the facts from the re¬ 
porter and writes the story for him. 
The copy (as the news story is called) 
is sent to the editor of that type of 
story (local, national, international) 
and he determines what page it is 
going to -be on. It is then sent to the 
copy desk and rewritten with changes 
the editor may have made.

BOOK REVIEW

Exodus , by Leon Uris, is an exciting 
story about the struggle of the Jews 
to establish a homeland. It centers 
around an American nurse and an 
Israeli freedom fighter and their ef¬ 
forts in this cause. 

The principal characters are: Kitty 
Freemont, the nurse; Ari Ben Can¬ 
aan, the freedom fighter; Karen 
Hansen Clement, a young war or¬ 
phan; and Dov Landau, a survivor of 
the annihilated Warsaw ghetto. 

The story opens with a secret plot 
to get 300 children out of an English 
Youth Camp at Caraolos, Cyprus. 
The leader of the plot is Ari Ben 
Canaan, one of the most daring mem¬ 
bers of a secret society known as the 
Mossad Aliyah Bet , which means, 
Organization for Illegal Immigration. 

A ship known as the Exodus was 
supposedly to carry the 300 children 
to Palestine, which was then under 
British control. A daring plan which 
served to focus world attention on 
the immigration issue was then put 
into operation. Eventually the Exodus 
reaches Palestine, only to find more 
British persecution. This is where 
the story of Exodus really begins.

With this explanation in mind, the 
class went to the composing room 
where the completed news story is set 
in trays of type. Then we saw the 
heavy rolling press on which the mat 
is made. The mat, which is made of 
plastic, paper, and asbestos, is then 
sent to the press room where the 
curved lead press plates are made. 
These are then laced on the rolling 
press and are ready to be run off 
and made into a page of the news¬ 
paper. 

The trip to The New York Times 
was very informative. The students 
learned the answers to many ques¬ 
tions they had had about the way in 
which a large daily newspaper is 
run. They also discovered that the 
daily newspaper is one of the biggest 
bargains available today. 
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tain number of Exodus children at 
a place known as Gan Dafna, in mem¬ 
ory of Ari Ben Canaan's wife who 
was murdered by the Arabs. Here 
Kitty lives with Karen. She yearns 
to adopt Karen and bring her back 
to the United States. 

This part of Palestine had been 
completely barren and was thought 
to be unproductive. Early settlers 
had gone into this land and fought it 
till they turned the barren hills and 
swamps into green hills and fertile 
valleys. 

All had been going well in Pales¬ 
tine. The Arabs saw how the Jews 
were progressing and started getting 
jealous. Fanatic Arab leaders stirred 
their fears and led them to raid vil¬ 
lages. The Jews organized the Ha- 
ganah, a secret army, and defeated 
the Arabs. 

The state of Palestine then came 
under United Nations control. The 
U.N. set up the state of Israel with 
its own government. 

This is a very interesting novel, 
which I believe, will move free men 
of all faiths. It is fast, exciting 
reading for everyone.
